23-35.13 and as authorized by Section 32.1-122.6:02 of the Code of Virginia.  Sections 23-35.9 and 32.1-
122.6:01 of the Code authorize the Board of Health to award annual scholarships for students enrolled as 
a full-time graduate student in a nurse practitioner program in the State of Virginia or a nurse midwife 
program in the State of Virginia or in a nearby state.   
 
The Office of the Attorney General has certified that the Board of Health has proper authority to 
promulgate this regulation.
